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Dear Sir: 

In the accompanying amendment, Applicant is requesting that the 
Examiner voluntarily withdraw the Finality of the Office Action of February 1, 2010 as 
being premature. If the Examiner fails to withdraw the Finality of the Office Action of 
February 1, 2010, then Applicant hereby petitions for the withdrawal of the Finality of the 
Office Action of February 1 , 2010. 
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The Finality of the Office Action is premature, because the Examiner 
issued a new ground of rejection which was not necessitated by Applicant's amendment of 
October 14, 2009. 

Specifically, in the Amendment of October 14, 2009, independent claim 11 
was not amended. Additionally, dependent claim 14 was placed in independent form 
including all of the subject matter of claim 2, its parent claim. Nothing substantial was 
added, nothing substantial was deleted. Further, independent claim 4 was editorially, but 
not substantially amended. Even though claim 11 was not amended and claims 4 and 14 
were not substantially amended, the Examiner withdrew the prior ground of rejection and 
instituted a new ground of rejection. No new limitations were added or amendments made 
which would require further search or consideration. Accordingly, it is submitted that the 
finality of the Office Action of February 1, 2010 is premature and should be withdrawn. 

The applicant hereby requests that the finality of the Office Action of 
February 1 , 20 1 0 be withdrawn.
